To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Cardiff  Rural  District  Council 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Welsh  Board  of  Health  request  that  the  Council  will 
direct  that  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  1954  be  prepared  on  the  general  lines  which  have  been  indicated 
and  include  information  asked  for  in  Circular  1/54  (Wales). 

The  general  state  of  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  your  district 
has  been  satisfactory  and  there  has  not  been  any  incidence  of 
severe  infectious  diseases. 

The  general  death  rate  was  13.38  which  figure  compares 
favourably  with  that  for  similar  districts.  The  expectation  of  life 
has  again  shown  that  both  males  and  females  are  living  longer 
than  formerly  but  this  fact  does  bring  to  our  notice  the  difficulties 
which  are  occurring  with  some  of  these  elderly  persons.  There 
are  several  that  I have  visited  on  a number  of  occasions  who  do 
require  more  attention  than  they  are  able  to  obtain.  The  Home 
Help  Service  is  not  able  to  provide  all  that  is  required  but  one 
must  also  have  regard  to  the  outlook  of  some  of  these  elderly  people 
who  are  in  many  cases  inclined  to  the  view  that  they  can  manage 
quite  well  and  do  not  welcome  any  assistance  from  outside  sources. 

In  two  instances  during  the  year  it  was  necessary  for  me  to 
seek  assistance  from  a magistrate  to  have  cases  removed  to  hospital. 

The  progress  reported  last  year  with  house  construction  has 
continued  with  the  same  urgency  but  now  there  does  appear  to  be 
an  indication  in  certain  parishes  that  the  need  has  been  met  but 
there  are  other  parishes  where  the  waiting  lists  are  still  long. 
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Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents 
Act,  1954  was  published  and  so  we  were  in  possession  of  a nqw 
definition  of  “ unfitness  ” as  applied  to  properties.  As  a result 
of  this  new  standard  it  became  necessary  to  review  the  categories  of 
all  the  houses  which  had  been  inspected  under  the  Rural  Housing 
Survey  and  it  was  found  that  a number  of  properties  could  be 
upgraded  from  Category  5 to  3. 

There  has  been  more  encouragement  for  property  owners  to 
apply  for  Improvement  Grants  for  reconditioning  their  property 
and  the  number  of  applicants  for  grants  has  shown  an  increase. 

In  the  body  of  the  report  will  be  found  information  upon 
Water  and  Sewerage  schemes  which  have  been  under  construction 
during  the  year,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Pentyrch  and 
Rudry  sewerage  schemes  were  completed. 

There  has  been  for  several  years  past  an  increasing  demand 
for  camping  licences  particularly  in  the  coastal  section  of  the 
district  and  whilst  the  sites  are  very  well  suited  for  summer  camping 
it  is  questionable  whether  winter  tenancy  is  desirable.  I am  of  the 
opinion  that  all  the  year  round  camping  is  not  suitable  for  children 
on  the  grounds  of  confined  space,  lack  of  privacy  for  bathing,  etc., 
lack  of  facilities  for  doing  homework,  and  difficulties  with  cooking. 

The  Services  Camps  which  were  taken  over  by  the  Council 
soon  after  the  end  of  the  war  have  now  with  one  exception  been 
cleared  and  given  up  by  the  Council.  They  certainly  served  a 
useful  purpose  as  an  emergency  but  few  could  be  looked  upon 
with  favour  for  accommodating  families  on  account  of  their  coldness 
and  dampness  during  the  winter  months.

Infantile  Mortality 

Infantile  mortality  means  the  number  of  infants  who  die 
during  the  first  year  of  life.  This  year  the  number  was  10  which 
gives  a mortality  rate  of  20-79,  a figure  which  compares  very 
favourably  with  the  Administrative  County  as  a whole. 

A very  large  proportion  of  new  births  to  residents  in  our  area 
takes  place  outside  the  district,  in  hospitals,  maternity  homes,  or 
nursing  homes.  It  will  be  seen  from  our  figures  for  1954,  that 
notifications  of  births  for  our  area  totalled  481,  but  of  this  number 
only  200  occurred  within  our  district,  i.e .,  58%  of  births  to  residents 
took  place  outside  the  boundaries  of  this  authority.

Principal  Causes  of  Death 

Diseases  which  continue  to  account  for  a large  number  of  deaths 
in  our  area  are  cancer  (116),  heart  disease  (140),  vascular  lesions  of 
the  nervous  system  (67),  and  circulatory  diseases  (32).  Since  1900 
the  infant  mortality  rate  has  fallen  steadily  and  it  is  important  that 
all  our  efforts  should  now  be  directed  towards  the  prevention  of 
diseases  due  to  degeneration  and  those  due  to  new  growths  which 
are  affecting  the  middle  and  late  age  groups  in  increasing  numbers.

(b)  Ambulance  Services 

Medical  practitioners  in  the  district  are  able  to  use  the  service 
of  the  Health  Department  in  securing  the  removal  of  infectious 
disease  cases,  where  necessary,  and  their  accommodation  in  hospital. 
On  request,  the  Health  Department  contacts  the  appropriate 
hospital  and  arranges,  through  the  County  Ambulance  Service,  for 
an  ambulance  to  be  provided. 
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(c)  Tuberculosis  Clinics  ( 

There  are  three  centres  at  which  patients  from  your  district  can 
attend  for  examination  and  treatment.  They  are  situated  at  No.  20 
Cathedral  Road  ; “ Glenview,”  Court  House  Street,  Pontypridd, 
and  No.  26,  Newlands  Street,  Barry. 

At  these  centres,  examinations  including  X-ray  and  tests,  are 
carried  out  by  the  Chest  Physicians.  The  examinations  are  not 
confined  to  persons  who  are  actually  suffering  from  tuberculosis  but 
a large  number  of  contacts  also  are  examined  so  that  any  evidence 
of  tubercular  infection  may  be  detected  as  early  as  possible,  so 
giving  the  patients  a better  opportunity  of  being  cured. 

It  has  been  the  practice  for  years  past  in  all  notifications  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  to  examine  the  milk  supply  for  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.

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SECTION  C 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
WATER  SUPPLY 

Your  officers  continue  to  exercise  constant  care  and  super- 
vision over  the  water  supplies  in  the  Council’s  district.  A system 
of  regular  sampling  for  bacteriological  examination  is  in  operation 
and  representative  samples  are  taken  throughout  the  district 
during  each  quarter  of  the  year.  A total  of  54  were  submitted 
during  the  year  1954.  Samples  for  chemical  analysis  were  taken 
from  the  seven  supplies  providing  water  in  various  parts  of  the 
district  and  all  proved  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of  the 
Pentyrch  Reservoir  Supply.  Several  samples  taken  at  various 
points  on  this  supply  lined  shewed  rather  a high  figure  for  plumbo 
solvenc}^.  The  results  varied  in  the  amount  of  dissolved  lead 
contained  in  the  water,  some  containing  very  little  and  others  a fair 
amount.  Samples  of  water  that  had  been  in  the  pipes  for  a period 
of  weeks  gave  rather  a high  figure  and  this  also  applied  to  a sample 
of  hot  water  taken  from  the  domestic  supply.  The  school  authori- 
ties were  informed  and  were  asked  to  run  off  to  waste  water 
that  had  remained  in  the  pipes  for  any  length  of  time  and  par- 
ticularly so  after  week-ends  and  holiday  periods.  Samples  were 
taken  from  each  of  the  springs  supplying  the  reservior  and  one  of 
these  shewing  a low  figure  for  Ph.  value  was  isolated  and  steps 
taken  to  empty  the  Reservoir  as  soon  as  possible.  Further  samples 
shewed  considerable  improvement  and  in  order  to  reduce  the  risks 
to  the  lowest  limits  arrangements  are  being  made  to  treat  the  water 
at  the  Reservoir  with  Hydrated  Lime  or  with  Sodium  Carbonate. 

I reproduce  on  page  16  of  this  report  particulars  of  the  results 
obtained  on  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and  a 
summary  of  the  chemical  analysis  for  each  of  the  seven  supplies. 

I must  point  out  that  good  progress  has  been  made  during 
the  year  in  securing  water  into  dwelling  houses  in  many  parts  of  the 
district  where  the  inhabitants  had  to  carry  water  from  a stand  post 
in  the  street.  I am  hopeful  of  seeing  the  disappearance  of  the 
street  tap  system  of  supply  during  the  next  year  or  so. 

I am  in  debted  to  Mr.  Youldon  your  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
for  the  following  information  : — 

Water  Supplies 

The  following  water  main  extensions  were  completed  during 
the  year  : —

Tynycoed  Road,  Pentyrch. 
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y Water  Schemes  which  have  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  approval  include — : 

Duffryn-mawr  to  Ffos-y-erydd,  Peterston-s-Ely. 

Maendy  to  Groesfaen,  Peterston-s-Ely. 

The  Rudry-Porset  (Small-holdings)  water  extension  has  been 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  and 
is  the  subject  of  negotiations  with  the  Glamorgan  County  Council, 
which  are  expected  to  be  completed  early  in  1955  when  the  scheme 
will  be  put  in  hand. 

Improved  Supplies 

Improvements  to  the  water  supply  system  were  carried  out 
during  the  year  in  Pentyrch  and  Rhoose  by  scraping  and  re-lining 
the  existing  watermain. 

The  Council  propose  to  extend  the  work  of  scraping  and  re- 
lining watermains  in  the  district,  thus  prolonging  the  life  of  the 
mains  and  at  the  same  time  improving  supplies  to  the  consumers 
concerned. 


DRAINAGE 

One  hundred  and  sixty  six  premises  were  connected  to  new 
sewers  during  the  year  and  this  number  includes  premises  where 
pails  were  being  used  in  closet  compartments.  The  number  of  pail 
closets  is  being  reduced  at  a steady  rate  of  progress  in  the  built-up 
portions  of  the  district  but  much  remains  to  be  done  in  the  more 
rural  parts.  Several  schools  are  still  dependent  on  the  conservancy 
system  of  sanitation,  but  it  is  noteworthy  that  three  schools  were 
provided  with  water  carriage  systems  of  drainage  during  the  year 
1954.  They  were  (1)  Pentyrch  Junior  and  Mixed  School  ; (2) 
Rudry  Junior  and  Mixed  School  ; (3)Llanedeyrn  Infants  School. 
Schools  remaining  to  be  connected  include  (1)  Wenvoe  ; (2)  St. 
Nicholas  ; (3)  St.  Fagans  ; (4)  St.  Georges,  and  (5)  Maendy  Schools, 
the  latter  having  been  the  subject  of  many  complaints  during  the 
past  few  years.  The  slop  water  cesspit  at  Maendy  School  periodi- 
cally overflows  in  to  a ditch  in  the  roadway  ; and  the  pail  closet 
contents  are  buried  on  land  adjacent  to  the  School, another  objection 
is  that  children  find  difficulty  in  entering  the  small  closet  com- 
partments. A scheme  of  privy  conversion  has  been  approved  for 
Maendy  School  but  the  work  has  not  yet  been  put  in  hand. 

I wish  once  again  to  call  attention  to  the  difficulties  experienced 
in  dealing  with  cesspits  at  Creigiau  and  Wenvoe  where  cesspits 
soon  overflow  and  cause  many  nuisances.  The  Council  is  aware 
of  the  need  for  a sewerage  scheme  in  Creigiau  and  the  problem  of 
Brooklands  Terrace  near  Wenvoe  is  becoming  more  urgent  now 
that  a caravan  site  is  being  developed  on  adjacent  land. 
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(e)  Rhymney  Valley  Water  Board  A neutral  water.  The  chemical  and  physical  characters  are  satisfactory,  j Satisfactory 


> It  is  unfortunate  that  Station  Terrace  could  not  be  included 
in  the  sewerage  scheme  at  present  nearing  completion  at  Peterston. 
The  terrace  consists  of  ten  substantially  built  dwelling  houses 
which  have  been  maintained  in  a reasonably  good  condition  of 
repair.  The  owners  of  this  property  are  anxious  to  provide  modern 
sanitary  facilities  and  are  prepared  to  contribute  towards  the  cost 
of  providing  a sewer.  These  particulars  have  been  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  will  sanction  this  very 
desirable  extension. 

I think  the  Council  should  expedite  schemes  in  those  areas 
where  we  may  claim  sewer  facilities  owned  by  other  authorities. 
Some  of  the  trunk  sewers  are  reaching  capacity  point  and  for  this 
reason  we  may  lose  the  benefit  of  their  use  during  the  next  few 
years  for  schemes  in  contemplation.  This  applies  to  Waterloo 
Terrace,  Rudry  ; Draethan,  Rhydygwern  and  Wornddu  Row,  Van. 

A table  giving  particulars  of  the  drainage  provided  at  premises 
throughout  the  district  is  given  on  page  BScand  the  list  of  priorities 
for  schemes  in  the  various  parishes  is  shewn  in  the  remarks  column. 
Now  that  so  many  schemes  have  been  completed,  I suggest  that 
the  order  of  priorities  should  be  revised. 

I am  obliged  to  Mr.  Youldon,  your  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  for 
the  following  information  : — 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Peterston-s-Ely  Sewerage  Scheme 

Good  progress  was  made  on  the  sewerage  scheme  for  Peterston- 
s-Ely  and  Gwernysteeple  which  was  commenced  late  in  1953. 

This  scheme  will  be  in  operation  early  in  1955. 

Pentyrch— Pentyrch  Sewerage  Scheme 

This  scheme  was  completed  during  the  year. 

Pentyrch — Gwaelodygarth — Extension  of  Sewer 

The  scheme  for  extending  the  existing  sewers  in  Gwcelodygarth 
excepting  the  Salem  Row  section,  was  completed  in  1954.  The 
Salem  Row  sewer  extension  was  deferred  so  that  it  could  be  carried 
out  with  the  proposed  housing  development  in  Gwaelodygarth 
which  is  to  start  early  in  1955. 

Sully  Sewerage  Scheme 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  approved 
this  scheme  in  1954,  arrangements  were  made  for  tenders  to  be 
received  early  in  1955,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  work  will  be  com- 
menced in  the  spring  of  1955. 

Rudry  Sewerage  Scheme — Garth  Place  area 

This  scheme  was  completed  and  in  operation  early  in  1954. 
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St.  Andrews — Cross  Common  Road,  Dinas  Powis  Sewer  Extension^ 

A sewer  extension  scheme  to  serve  properties  in  Cross  Common 
Road,  Dinas  Powis,  was  prepared  and  is  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  approval  early 
in  1955. 

St.  Fagans  Sewerage  Scheme 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  the  Village  of  St.  Fagans  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for 
approval.  The  observations  of  the  Ministry  have  not  yet  been 
received. 

Creigiau — Parish  of  Pentyrch 

The  preparation  of  the  sewerage  scheme  for  the  village  of 
Creigiau  has  been  delayed  pending  receipt  of  the  proposals  by  the 
County  Planning  Authority. 

Michaelston-le-Pit — Brooklands  Terrace  Sewerage  Scheme 

A sewerage  scheme  to  serve  the  existing  houses  in  Brooklands 
Terrace,  the  new  Caravan  Site,  and  three  schools  proposed  to  be 
erected  by  the  Cardiff  Corporation  in  their  area,  has  been  approved 
by  the  Ministry  and  it  is  anticipated  that  work  will  commence 
early  in  1955. 

Lisvane — Mill  Road  Sewer  Extension 
Part  I 

Tenders  for  Part  1 of  this  sewer  extension  scheme  were  received 
and  a contract  entered  into  for  the  commencement  of  this  work 
in  January  1955. 

Part  II 

The  Council  have  under  consideration  the  carrying  out  of 
Part  II  of  this  sewer  extension. 

Pendoylan — Sewerage  Scheme  Extension 

A sewerage  extension  scheme  to  serve  the  existing  private 
•houses  and  the  proposed  Council  houses  in  the  village  of  Pendoylan 
has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern- 
ment and  approval  of  the  scheme  is  expected  early  in  1955. 

Bonvilston  Sewerage  Scheme 

The  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
for  the  sewerage  scheme  to  serve  the  Maesyffynnon  area  at 
Bonvilston  is  awaited. 

Penmark — East  Aberthaw  Sewerage  Scheme 

A public  inquiry  on  this  scheme  was  held  in  1954  and  approval 
is  expected. 

The  scheme  has  been  slightly  amended  owing  to  the  proposal 
of  the  British  Electricity  Authority  to  erect  an  Electricity 
Generating  Station  at  The  Leys.

EODENT  CONTROL 

Good  results  were  again  obtained  during  the  year  in  our  work 
of  rodent  control.  The  organisation  of  the  service  was  continued 
on  the  lines  of  previous  years,  one  mobile  operative  for  the  more 
rural  areas  and  one  operative  concentrating  on  the  built-up  portions 
of  the  district. 

The  use  of  “ Warfarin  ” rodenticide  (Ministry  approved) 
introduced  in  recent  years  has  enabled  very  effective  control  to 
be  maintained  over  the  rat  and  mice  population  and  it  has  been 
very  rarely  that  even  difficult  infestations  have  not  been  dealt 
with  quickly  and  with  the  minimum  of  nuisance  to  the  occupiers 
of  the  infested  premises. 

Our  average  of  inspections  and  treatments  has  been  well 
maintained  although  a lesser  number  of  farms  has  been  visited 
because  of  the  incidence  of  foot  and  mouth  disease  in  parts  of  the 
district  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  A special  point  has  been 
made  of  systematic  treatments  of  refuse  tips  which  is  very  necessary 
to  avoid  the  possibility  of  “ reservoir  ” infestations  occuring.  A 
number  of  schools  and  school  canteens  have  been  treated  and  check 
inspections  made  from  time  to  time.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  whole  of  the  district  has  since  1951,  been  served  by  a 
“ direct  labour  ” system  of  refuse  collection  organised  under  the 
direction  of  your  Surveyor,  and  operated  from  a central  depot  at 
Whitchurch.  The  type  of  vehicle  used  is  of  modern  standard  and 
the  service  is  very  regular. 

There  is,  however,  one  part  of  the  system  which  calls  for  im- 
provement, namely,  the  type  of  bin  used  by  the  householder.  I 
drew  attention  to  this  matter  in  my  previous  annual  report  and 
strenuous  efforts  have  been  made  in  the  meantime  to  try  to  persuade 
householders  to  provide  better  bins.  Some  slight  improvement 
has  taken  place  in  the  built-up  portion  of  the  area,  but  much 
remains  to  be  done  in  some  of  the  more  remote  parishes,  where 
householders  complain  that  they  cannot  have  bins  delivered  to 
their  premises  ; and  many  of  them  cannot  afford  the  present  day 
charges. 

It  is  estimated  that  approximately  1 ,000  householders  out  of  a 
total  of  10,000  are  not  provided  with  satisfactory  bins.  This 
matter  has  been  discussed  by  your  Committee  on  several  occasions 
and  steps  are  now  being  taken  to  implement  the  provisions  of 
Section  75  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, ' which  gives  local 
authorities  power  to  provide  bins  and  recover  the  cost  in  so  doing. 

Unsatisfactory  refuse  bins  may  give  rise  to  nuisances  and 
infestations  of  rats,  mice  and  flies  and  contribute  considerably 
to  the  littering  of  lanes  in  the  built-up  areas  and  roads  in  country 
districts. 

Refuse  disposal  is  conducted  on  the  lines  of  controlled  tipping 
on  sites  operated  by  the  Council  at  Gwaelodygarth  and  Pentrebane. 
In  order  to  economise  in  time  and  fuel  consumption,  use  has  been 
made  of  private  tips  in  the  southern  portion  of  the  area  and  one 
of  these  became  a source  of  several  complains  during  the  year. 
Uncontrolled  tipping  by  private  contractors  added  to  the  difficulty 
and  the  farmer  whose  waste  land  was  being  used  for  tipping  purposes 
allowed  pigs  to  disturb  the  tip  in  search  of  food  found  in  household 
refuse.  This  complaint  is  being  remedied  and  steps  have  been 
taken  to  secure  alternative  tipping  sites. 

There  is  still  a certain  amount  of  night  soil  collection  carried 
out  by  direct  labour  and  by  private  contract,  but  progress  with 
privy  conversion  schemes  is  rapidly  reducing  the  volume  of  col- 
lection and  it  is  noteworthy  that  privy  conversion  is  dealt  with 
firstly  in  those  districts  where  the  collection  has  been  most  difficult 
to  operate  due  to  narrowness  of  lanes  and  hilly  nature  of  those 
districts.  I refer  in  particular  to  Rudry  and  Gwaelodygarth 
where  privy  conversion  schemes  are  nearing  completion.

Melingriffith  Tinplate  Works 

Several  complaints  were  received  from  the  staff  of  the  Whit- 
church Mental  Hospital  concerning  nuisances  caused  by  smoke, 
fumes  and  gases  from  Melingriffith  Works. 

On  one  occasion  it  was  found  that  nuisances  had  arisen  due  to 
abnormal  working  conditions  in  the  tin  recovery  department  where 
stocks  had  accumulated  and  extra  effort  over  a short  period  was 
made  to  reduce  them,  with  resultant  nuisances.  The  manager 
was  interviewed  and  he  gave  instructions  to  stagger  the  work  over 
a longer  period  and  he  also  agreed  to  use  liquid  fuel  instead  of  solid 
fuel.  He  was  also  asked  to  raise  the  height  of  the  offending 
chimney  stack. 

When  these  improvements  were  completed  we  found  con- 
siderable improvement  and  no  further  complaints  have  been 
received  for  several  months.  Samples  of  flue  gases  gave  results 
which  were  well  within  the  prescribed  limits. 

Penarth  Cement  Works 

During  the  past  twelve  months  a few  complaints  were  received 
of  dust  and  smells  from  a cement  works.  The  complaints  were 
investigated  with  the  full -co-operation  of  the  manager  who  explained 
the  technical  difficulties  involved. 

It  appeared  that  the  cyclone  type  grit  extractor  takes  out 
about  25  tons  of  dust  from  the  flues  each  day  and  the  difficulty 
has  been,  and  still  is,  to  dispose  of  this  dust  without  causing  a 
nuisance  to  users  of  neighbouring  land,  in  this  case,  a golf  course. 
The  material  being  tipped  sets  up  a great  cloud  of  dust  which  drifts 
considerable  distances  when  there  is  a wind  blowing. 

There  are  difficulties  involved  in  mechanically  agitating  the 
dust  at  the  works  and  discharging  it  as  sludge  into  the  quarry 
although  no  doubt  this  method,  if  acceptable,  would  obviate  the 
dust  nuisance. 

The  site  of  tipping  is  in  the  adjoining  Urban  District  and  the 
final  solution  of  this  problem  has  been  left  between  the  company 
and  the  authority. 

Occasional  emissions  of  dust  from  the  flue  stack  occurs  and 
this  is  mainly  due  to  a sudden  change  in  wind  direction  when  the 
dust  extractors  are  partly  closed.  No  recent  complaints  have  been 
received  on  this  matter.

All  the  8 sites  are  provided  with  a mains  water  supply  and 
have  a water  carriage  system  of  drainage. 

During  the  year  the  Council  approached  all  site  operators 
with  a view  to  getting  them  to  provide  First  Aid  Equipment  on 
the  sites,  for  use  in  emergency  in  the  treatment  of  minor  injuries, 
and  the  Council's  request  has  been  complied  with  at  all  sites. 

Unfortunately,  a fatal  accident  occurred  in  a caravan,  due 
to  the  ignition  of  petroleum  spirit  which  had  been  drained  from  a 
motor  cycle  tank  inside  the  caravan.  The  fire  fighting  equipment 
provided  at  the  site,  proved  in  this  case  to  be  a valuable  asset,  and 
by  its  use,  the  fire  was  quickly  controlled  and  put  out. 

During  the  Winter  period,  there  was  a total  of  106  individual 
licences  granted  to  individual  occupiers  of  caravans  on  4 sites  in 
the  area.  Each  application  was  investigated  and  reported  upon 
to  the  Health  Committee  ; 2 licences  were  refused  because  the 
number  of  persons  who  intended  to  reside  in  the  caravans  con- 
stituted conditions  of  overcrowding. 

Works  to  two  sewage  treatment  plants  were  carried  out  to 
prevent  pollution  of  the  adjoining  pleasure  beach,  and  by  extending 
the  outlet  pipe  from  each  plant  towards  low  water  mark  and 
thereby  reducing  to  a minimum  the  area  of  beach  over  which  the 
effluent  flows  before  reaching  the  sea. 

None  of  the  8 licencees  took  advantage  of  the  exemption 
clause  under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  The 
licencee  who  has  taken  advantage  of  this  clause  in  the  past,  made 
application  for  a licence  in  respect  of  the  land  and  the  application 
was  granted,  subject  to  the  compliance  with  the  Council’s  standard 
conditions. 

From  the  records  kept  by  the  department  on  the  number  of 
moveable  dwellings  on  the  sites  in  the  Council’s  District,  there 
is  no  doubt  that  a Caravan  Holiday  is  becoming  more  popular 
each  year  and  the  standard  of  the  caravans  now  in  use  is  very 
much  improved  upon  the  earlier  models.

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.FACTORIES  ACT,  1937— Section  34— MEANS  OF  ESCAPE  IN 
CASE  OF  FIRE 


A survey  was  carried  out  to  ascertain  whether  all  the  factories 
in  the  Council’s  District  are  in  possession  of  a Certificate  issued 
by  the  Council,  indicating  satisfactory  means  of  escape  in  case  of 
fire  as  required  by  Section  34  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937. 

Section  34  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937  applies  to  every  factory — 

(a)  in  which  more  than  twenty  persons  are  employed,  or 

(b)  in  which  more  than  ten  persons  are  employed  on  a first 
floor  of  the  building  or  more  than  twenty  feet  above 
the  ground  floor  level 

(c)  in  or  under  which  explosives  or  highly  inflamable 
materials  are  stored  or  used. 

As  regards  ( a ) and  (6)  there  are  1 1 factories,  three  of  which 
required  certificates.  All  three,  have  been  visited  by  your  Officers 
who  are  working  in  collaboration  with  officers  of  the  Fire  Prevention 
Services  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council.  Alterations  have  to 
be  carried  out  at  one  of  these  premises  before  they  can  qualify  for 
the  certificate. 

Regarding  (c)  there  are  a few  motor  repair  garages  in  which 
highly  inflamable  materials  such  as  cellulose  and  “ thinning  ” 
fluids  may  be  used  from  time  to  time  and  these  are  controlled  by 
the  Statutory  Rules  and  Orders — 1934  No.  990  which  are  super- 
vised by  H.M.  Inspectors  of  Factories.

HOUSING 


The  Council  continue  to  exercise  their  powers  under  the  Housing 
Acts  and  take  full  advantage  of  the  financial  grants  available  for 
the  building  of  dwellings  for  agricultural  workers  and  for  the  re- 
conditioning of  old  and  unfit  property. 

A substantial  number  of  new  dwellings  consisting  of  houses, 
flats  and  bungalows  have  been  built  by  the  Council  to  provide 
accommodation  for  the  working  population  and  for  those  who 
have  reached  the  period  of  old  age. 

A total  of  216  dwellings  were  built  by  the  Council  during  the 
year  and  the  number  built  by  private  enterprise  was  305.  A 
table  appears  on  page  29  giving  details  of  the  number  built  in  each 
of  the  parishes  comprising  the  Council’s  district.

The  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954,  came  into  operation 
in  August,  1954.  One  of  the  main  objectives  of  the  Act  was  to 
encourage  owners  to  maintain  property  in  a fit  state  of  repair  and 
thus  stem  the  deterioration  which  has  been  taking  place  with  the 
older  properties  during  the  past  few  years. 

The  Act  requires  local  authorities  to  conduct  a housing  survey 
and  to  report  to  the  Minister  within  a specified  period  on  the 
number  of  unfit  properties  in  their  district  and  their  proposals  for 
dealing  with  them.  Every  Local  Authority  is  required  to  state 
the  number  of  unfit  properties  it  can  eliminate  within  a period 
of  five  years. 

A new  definition  of  unfitness  is  contained  in  the  Act.  A house 
is  now  deemed  to  be  unfit,  if,  and  only  if  it  is  so  far  defective  in 
one  or  more  of  the  following  matters  that  it  is  not  reasonably 
suitable  for  occupation  in  that  condition,  viz  : (a)  repair, 

(6)stability,  (c)  freedom  from  damp,  ( d ) natural  lighting, 
(e)  ventilation,  (/)  water  supply,  (g)  drainage  and  sanitary  con- 
veniences and  (h)  facilities  for  storage,  preparation  and  cooking 
of  food  and  for  the  disposal  of  slop  water. 

It  is  clearly  laid  down  that  these  are  the  only  matters  to  be 
taken  into  account  when  determining  whether  a house  is  fit  or 
unfit  for  human  habitation. 
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Your  officers  were  requested  to  report  on  the  new  standarci.^v 
quoted  in  Section  9 and  they  found  it  necessary  in  order  to  arrive^-**  ^ 
at  a practical  working  basis  to  define  each  of  the  items  mentioned 
in  the  section. 

I give  below  details  of  the  standards  agreed  to  by  your  officers 
and  approved  by  the  Housing  Committee  of  the  Council  : — 

Standard  Requirements 

(a)  Repair 

The  house  to  be  in  a good  state  of  repair. 

( b ) Stability 

The  structure  of  a house  must  be  essentially  sound,  walls 
should  be  free  from  bulging,  unequal  settlement  or  like  defects. 

The  roof  should  be  weatherproof  and  the  timber  in  sound  condition. 

(c)  Freedom  from  damp 

The  house  to  be  substantially  free  from  damp,  consideration 
being  given  to  the  extent  and  cause  of  any  existing  dampness,  or 
persistent  dampness. 

(d)  Natural  lighting 

Each  room  of  the  house  to  be  adequately  lighted  to  a standard 
approximating  to  the  requirements  of  the  British  Standard  Code 
of  Practice-Daylight.  Ceiling  heights  to  be  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  for  improvement  grants  under  the  Housing  Act, 

1949,  as  amended  by  the  new  Act. 

(e)  Ventilation 

Every  habitable  room  shall  be  provided  with  a window  or 
window  so  constructed  that  a sufficient  area  of  the  window  shall  be 
open  to  the  external  air  so  as  to  afford  adequate  ventilation  to  the 
room. 

(/)  Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  to  the  house  to  be  by  means  of  a piped 
supply  from  a water  main  or  private  or  estate  water  service  pipe 
or  from  a well,  spring  or  other  source. 

The  supply  to  be  in  all  cases  pure  and  wholesome  and  free  from 
contamination. 

(i g ) Drainage  and  Sanitary  Conveniences 

The  soil  and  surface  water  drainage  and  sanitary  conveniences 
to  be  to  a not  less  standard  than  that  required  for  a modern  local 
authority  dwelling,  provided  a piped  water  supply  as  in  (/)  is 
available  to  the  house. 

( h ) Facilities  for  storage,  preparation  and  cooking  of  food  and  for 
the  disposal  of  waste  water 

Food  store  or  larder  to  be  of  adequate  size  with  permanent 
ventilation  to  the  natural  air  and  adequate  natural  lighting  and 
waste  water  to  be  disposed  of  by  a soil  drainage  system  as  in  ( g ) 
connected  either  to  a public  or  private  sewer,  cesspool  or  approved 
outfall.  . 
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This  new  standard  is  considerably  lower  than  the  standards 
previously  applied  when  determining  the  housing  category  of  a 
property.  It  therefore  became  necessary  to  review  the  properties 
provisionally  placed  in  Category  V.  and  this  resulted  in  reducing 
the  total  number  from  322  on  the  31st  of  December,  1953,  to  156  on 
the  31st  December,  1954. 

The  housing  programme  of  the  Council  has  made  it  possible 
to  reduce  the  number  of  unfit  properties  at  a very  satisfactory 
rate  of  progress,  and  this  is  most  apparent  in  the  Parish  of  Pentyrch 
where  it  was  recorded  soon  after  the  war  that  ninety  properties 
were  unfit  for  human  habitation  in  one  of  the  Wards  of  the  Parish. 
This  “was  regarded  as  the  worst  housing  area  in  the  Council’s  district. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  change  that  has  taken  place,  for 
very  soon  we  will  have  dealt  with  the  last  of  those  recorded  unfit 
properties. 

Progress  with  reconditioning  and  improvement  of  old  properties 
with  grant  aid  is  still  very  slow  and  it  is  thought  that  this  is  largely 
due  to  the  fact  that  so  many  of  the  owners  cannot  afford  the  con- 
tribution required  of  them. 

The  total  number  reconditioned  during  the  year  was  31 , bringing 
the  total  since  the  passing  of  the  Act  in  1949  up  to  50.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1951 

It  was  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  remove  an  elderly 
gentleman  of  94  years  who  was  infirm  and  was  not  receiving  proper 
care  and  attention.  I found  that  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  be 
removed  to  hospital  and  obtained  a medical  certificate  from  the 
patient’s  medical  practitioner  and  with  the  assistance  of  a local 
magistrate  arranged  for  his  removal  to  St.  David’s  Hospital. 
Unfortunately,  the  patient  died  on  the  following  night  and  further 
action  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  was 
not  necessary. 

The  second  case  was  that  of  an  elderly  lady  who  was  also  not 
receiving  proper  care  and  attention.  Her  case  was  brought  to  my 
notice  in  July  and  with  the  assistance  of  her  medical  practitioner 
and  a local  magistrate  arrangements  were  made  for  her  admission 
to  Graig  Hospital,  Pontypridd.

MILK 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  Order,  1954 
brought  about  the  establishment  in  Wales  of  the  first  two  “ specified 
areas  ” in  which  all  milk  sold  by  retail  must  be  of  ££  Special 
Designation,”  i.e.  pasteurised,  sterilised,  or  tuberculin  tested  milk, 
and  the  Cardiff  Rural  District  forms  part  of  one  of  these  areas. 

The  Order  came  into  force  on  1st  April,  1954,  and  an  exemption 
was  made  in  the  case  of  ££  accredited  milk  ” from  a single  herd 
until  30th  September,  1954. 

The  local  authority  controls  the  granting  of  licences  for  the 
sale  within  their  district  of  designated  milks  and  the  registration 
of  distributors  and  dairymen  other  than  dairy  farmers.  Samples 
of  designated  milks  are  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  must  conform  to  prescribed  standards. 

In  addition  samples  are  submitted  for  biological  examination 
for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  at  intervals  throughout  the 
year. 

Supervision  of  the  process  of  milk  production  at  dairy  farms 
remains  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries.

Inspection  of  Shops,  Food  Preparing  Premises,  Examination  of  Foods 


Further  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  securing 
improved  hygienic  conditions  in  food  shops,  food  preparing 
premises,  restaurants,  etc.,  following  the  survey  carried  out  during 
the  previous  year. 

\, 

Necessary  action  was  taken  to  secure  compliance  in  those 
premises  which  fell  short  of  required  standards  resulting  in  struc- 
tural alterations,  repair,  the  installation  of  suitable  sanitary 
accommodation  and  washing  facilities,  etc. 

It  is  again  pleasing  to  note  the  increasing  use  of  up-to-date 
storage  equipment  and  the  benefit  of  this  to  both  trader  and  con- 
sumer is  reflected  in  the  figures  for  condemned  foods,  shewn  in 
the  report,  particularly  in  relation  to  foods  such  as  ham,  bacon, 
cooked  meats,  etc. 

In  general  a satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  was  observed, 
and  strict  supervision  has  been  exercised  to  maintain  and  improve 
this  standard. 

In  addition,  checks  have  been  made  on  the  observance  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  relating  to  “ hours  of  closing, 
weekly  half  holidays,  Sunday  trading  and  the  restrictions  placed 
on  the  hours  of  employment  of  young  persons.” 

In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  institute  proceedings  during 
the  year.

Fifty  nine  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  and  as  indicated  in  the  table  below  all  were 
of  a satisfactory  standard. 

Increasing  use  of  “ prepacked  ” ice  cream  and  improved 
refrigerated  storage  together  with  a reduction  in  sales  of  “ loose  ” 
ice  cream  with  the  consequent  risk  of  contamination  due  to 
inadequate  sterilisation  of  the  metal  servers  has  done  much  towards 
the  general  improvement. 


Most  of  the  ice  cream  sold  within  the  Council’s  district  is 
manufactured  in  other  local  authorities’  areas  and  close  co- 
operation exists  between  your  officers  and  officers  of  adjoining- 
authorities  in  investigating  possible  sources  of  contamination.

SECTION  F 


PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  the  total  number  of  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  that  were  notified  during  1954  was  much  less 
than  that  for  the  previous  year.  This  was  brought  about  by  the 
fact  that  there  were  only  19  cases  of  measles  as  against  432  for  the 
previous  year. 

Diphtheria 

How  confidently  one  can  record  again  no  cases  of  diphtheria ; 
but  here  we  must  not  be  over-confident  as  there  are  reasons  for 
thinking  that  not  as  many  children  are  having  these  treatments 
carried  out  as  should  be  and  if  this  state  of  affairs  continues  we 
. shall  have  to  face  the  fact  of  diphtheria  being  present  again  amongst 
our  children. 

It  is  essential  that  a high  percentage  of  young  children  are 
immunised  and  also  receive  boosting  doses  when  they  enter  school 
and  again  between  8 and  9 years  of  age.

Whooping  Cough 

There  were  81  cases  of  whooping  cough  brought  to  our  notice 
during  the  year  whicji  is  practically  the  same  as  for  the  previous 
year.  Here  protective  innoculations  are  preventing  and  lessening 
the  severity  of  the  attack  when  it  does  occur. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Twenty  cases  were  notified  which  is  just  half  the  number  of 
cases  notified  last  year.  Only  seven  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  on  account  of  nursing  difficulties  at  home — lack  of  room 
or  parent  engaged  in  food  handling.

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PARTICULARS  OF  THE  INCIDENCE  OF  NOTIFIABLE 
DISEASES  IN  THE  AREA  DURING  1954 
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ADMISSIONS  TO  THE  CITY  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  DURING 
1954  FROM  CARDIFF  RURAL  DISTRICT 
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Anterior  Poliomyelitis 

Only  one  case  was  notified  and  this  was  in  a child  of  6 years. 
Fortunately  the  type  was  non-paralytic  and  the  patient  made  a 
complete  recovery. 

Dysentery 

Twice  as  many  dysentery  cases  were  notified  ; eleven  cases 
were  from  a Mental  Institution  in  the  area  and  six  occurred  in 
another  hospital. 

Paratyphoid  “ B ” 

Five  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Case  No.  1 

This  occurred  in  a child  age  9 years  11  months.  The  child 
was  taken  ill  on  3rd  March  and  on  7th  March  was  admitted  to 
City  Isolation  Hospital  as  a suspected  case  of  Paratyphoid.  This 
diagnosis  was  confirmed  on  9th  March. 

Cream  cakes  purchased  within  the  Cardiff  City  area  were 
suspected  and  this  information  was  passed  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  of  the  City. 

Examinations  of  swabs  from  contacts  proved  negative  in 
every  case  and  no  source  of  infection  was  traced. 

Case  Nos.  2 and  3 

This  occurred  in  a male  aged  23  years.  The  patient  was 
taken  ill  on  4th  March,  removed  to  the  Hamadryad  Hospital  on 
10th  March  and  to  City  Isolation  Hospital  as  a case  of  Paratyphoid 
on  11th  March. 

Faecal  swabs  from  contacts  revealed  that  the  wife  of  this 
patient  was  also  positive  and  she  was  admitted  to  City  Isolation 
Hospital  on  15th  March.  All  other  contacts  were  negative. 

Suspected  food  was  a “ cream  sponge  ” cake  manufactured 
within  the  City  area,  and  this  information  was  passed  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  City. 

It  was  found  that  a member  of  the  staff  at  the  Bakery  con- 
cerned was  a contact  of  another  case  of  Paratyphoid  although 
repeated  faecal  examinations  showed  the  contact  to  be  negative. 

Case  No.  4 

In  this  case,  the  patient,  a female  aged  38  years  was  taken 
ill  on  6th  March,  admitted  to  City  Isolation  Hospital  on  10th 
March  and  notified  as  a confirmed  case  of  Paratyphoid  on  12th 
March. 

Faecal  swabs  from  the  husband,  the  only  contact,  proved 
negative. 

Enquiries  revealed  no  suspected  food,  and  no  source  of  infection 
could  be  traced. 
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Case  No.  5 

This  occurred  in  a female  aged  27  years.  She  was  first  taken 
ill  on  8th  March,  on  20th  March  a blood  test  showed  positive 
Paratyphoid  and  she  was  removed  to  the  City  Isolation  Hospital 
on  the  same  day. 

A faecal  swab  from  the  mother,  the  only  contact,  proved 
negative. 

Cream  cakes  manufactured  within  the  City  area  were  suspected, 
and  this  information  was  passed  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  the  City,  but  enquiries  revealed  no  source  of  infection. 

Undulant  Fever 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  two  cases  of  Undulant  fever 
was  brought  to  my  notice.  The  cases  were  two  men  employed  on 
the  same  farm  in  connection  with  the  milk  business  and  both  were 
admitted  to  hospital  for  treatment.  The  milk  was  tested  and  was 
found  to  be  positive  for  Abortus  Fever.  The  milk  from  this  farm 
was  subject  to  Pasteurisation  before  these  cases  occurred.  Milk 
from  eleven  individual  cows  was  sampled  in  order  to  isolate  the 
infected  animal.  It  appeared  that  the  patients  had  contracted 
the  disease  either  through  drinking  the  unpasteurised  milk  or 
through  direct  contact  with  the  cows. 

Tuberculosis 

During  the  year  sixteen  males  and  thirteen  females  were 
notified  as  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  There  has 
therefore  been  an  increase  in  the  total  of  pulmonary  cases,  namely 
29  as  compared  with  18  for  the  previous  year.  But  there  were 
only  two  of  non-pulmonary  as  against  13  for  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  9-8  males  and  1 female  and  all  from 
respiratory  tuberculosis. 

In  all  cases  where  a person  dies  at  home  from  this  disease  it  has 
been  and  still  is  the  practice  to  carry  out  disinfection  of  the  rooms 
and  bedding  of  the  patient. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  communicate  with  any  medical 
practitioners  during  the  year  for  non-notification  of  cases. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  a communication  was  received 
from  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  stating  that  the  Minister  had 
approved  the  amendment  of  the  County  Council’s  arrangements 
for  the  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care,  by  the  addition 
of  the  following  paragraph  to  Part  I (a)  : “ The  local  health 
authority  also  intends  to  make  arrangements  to  offer  B.C.G. 
vaccination,  subject  to  the  necessary  preliminary  tests  and  to 
obtaining  parental  consent,  to  school  children  between  their 
thirteenth  and  fourteenth  birthdays.  The  vaccination  will  be 
carried  out  on  the  responsibility  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
by  Medical  Officers  expressly  designated  for  this  purpose  by  the 
Authority.”
